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'Exploration At Its Greatest1 
Clear Pictures From The Moon

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Apollo 15 explorers 
David R. Scott and James B. 
Irwin stepped onto the lunar 
surface at Hadley Base today 
with their television cameras 
sending clear pictures back to 
earth. 


Then they became the first 


men to drive on the moon, 
traversing the dusty surface in a 
moon buggy which had lost half 
its steering capability. 


Scott and Irwin moved out in 


their $8-million moon buggy at 
11:19 a.m. EDT, nearly two 
hours after they became the 
seventh and eighth humans to

hearing on pollution control 
standards for Tehama County 
has been called by Tehama 
County supervisors. 


The board will ask opinions on 


the 20-page standards proposal 
which covers everything from 
definitions to circumvention of 
the standards. The standards 
will have the effect of law. 


Exempt from the proposed 


regulations are vehicles, one 
and two-family dwellings, air 
conditioners and refrigeration 
units, metal, mineral, plastic 
and wood extrusion presses, 
residential incinerators for leaf 
and paper burning, space 
heaters and agricultural im- 
plements used in agricultural 
operations. A loop hole clause, 
"other 
sources 
of 
minor 


significance specified by the Air 
Pollution Control Officer," 
allows the county agent — in 
Tehama County, Agricultural 
Commissioner Donald Hill—to 
allow anything not specifically 
prohibited. 


When the standards 
are 


adopted, 
permits 
will 
be 


required to build or operate 
anything which might pollute 
the air, other than the items 
exempted by the standards. 


Farmers and ranchers will be 


slightly restricted by being 
prohibited from burning refuse 
on no-burn days called by the 
California Air Resources Board. 
Specifications are set down for 
drying periods. Exception to the 
rules is burning above 4,000 feet 
above mean sea level. Gas fired 
burners also are allowed

plant their footprints in the 
dusty soil of this alien land. 


"Hang on," Scott said as the 


lunar limousine took off. "We're 
coming around to the 
left, 


heading south. 


"We're 
doing 
about 
10 


kilometers an hour and there's 
no dust," he told Mission Con- 
trol, which directed them to 
drive straight to St. George 
crater, about two miles away. 


With a color television camera 


relaying 
remarkably 
clear 


pictures to earth, Scott put his 
heavy boot on the surface at 
Hadley Base at 6:30 a.m. PDT 
and was struck by the awe- 
inspiring scenery — towering 
mountains, bleak desert-like 


terrain and hundreds of craters. 


"As I stand here in the won- 


ders of the unknown at Hadley, I 
sort of realize there's a fun- 
damental truth to nature. Man 
must explore. This is ex- 
ploration at its greatest," he 
said. 


Scott discovered shortly after 


lowering the Rover to the sur- 
face 
that 
he 
could 
not 


manipulate the front-wheel 
steering system. So they 
operated the buggy on rear- 
wheel steering only. 


The vehicle is designed so that 


it can be driven on either the 
front or rear-wheel systems. 


Scott at first reported a bat- 


tery failure, but later discovered

gear struck an approach light, 
causing a four-wheel assembly 
to retract violently and smash 
up into the passenger com- 
partment, 
seriously 
injuring 


several persons. 


The plane finished its takeoff 


and circled 
for 
two hours 


dumping 
fuel. 
Two 
doctors 


aboard treated the injured. As 
ambulances and fire

waited, the Pan Am jet bounced 
slightly 
on touchdown, and 


veered off into the grass and 
halted at an awkward angle

Emergency slides popped out 
and the plane was emptied 
within two minutes. 


One person had a foot am-

in Peninsula 


Hospital, and another suffered a 
nearly severed arm and a 
fractured knee.

RESCUE WORKERS NEAR 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP)—

through difficult terrain today to 
reach the remains of a remote 
village swept away by flood- 
waters. 


Government officials said at 


least 100 persons died and the 
death toll was expected to go 
much higher as searchers sifted 
the debris of Badjja, about 45 
miles from Kabul in the Khinjan 
pass of the Hindu Kush moun- 
tains. 


SEA OF FISH HEADS 


VANCOUVER, B.C. (AP)— 


Traffic slithered to a stop during 
the rush hour when drivers 
found themselves up to their 
axles in fish heads. 


Larry Christiansen of Con- 


way, 
Wash., had picked up 


23,000 pounds of salmon heads 
from a local packing firm to 
take to the United States for 
processing into cat food. 


On his way out of the city 


Friday he had to jam on his 
brakes to avoid hitting a car, 
and four tons of fish heads shot 
out of the truck and into the path 
of home-bound commuters. 


LOCKHEED AID 'NEAR' 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Sen. 


Mike Mansfield, the majority 
leader, said today chances are 
good the Senate will reach an 
agreement to stop talking and 
speed a vote on a bill to rescue 
the financially beset Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. 


That prospect arose after the 


House scrapped a bill offering $2 
billion in loan guarantees for 
ailing 
corporations, 
and 


narrowly approved, 192-189, a 
single, $250-million measure for 
Lockheed. 


The Senate is still locked in 


argument over the $2-billion 
measure, but Friday night's 
House action indicated 
that 


version will not get through 
Congress, which is poised to 
begin a month's recess next 
Friday. 


VACCINATIONS

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan and top Democratic 
legislators have agreed on a 
"total welfare reform package" 
designed to save Californians 
more than $125 million a year in 
state and county taxes. 


The Republican governor and 


Speaker 
Bob 
Moretti, 


Democratic leader 
of 
the 


Assembly, appeared tired but 
smiling during a joint an- 
nouncement Friday night after a 
full 
week 
of 
face-to-face 


negotiations. 


Asked if he was happy with the 


agreement, Reagan replied, 
"Nobody got all that he wan- 
ted." 


"The governor is not happy, 


nor am I happy," Moretti said. 


Although they had met in 


private for slightly more than 22 
hours this week on the reform, it 
was their first public ap- 
pearance together in several 
months. 


The compromise includes a 


guarantee 
of 
cost-of-living 


raises for welfare recipients 
beginning after the 1972-73 fiscal 
year — a major concession by 
Reagan in the final hours of 
negotiations with Moretti and 
five other legislators of both 
parties. 


Assemblyman William T. 


Bagley of San Rafael, top GOP 
legislator in the marathon 
negotiations, said Reagan's 
concession on cost-of-living 
inci eases was "a major ac- 
commodation" 
which con- 


tributed 
greatly 
to 
the 


agreement. 


Both the Senate and Assembly 


postponed a summer vacation 
recess scheduled to start today 
to act on the reform next week. 
Moretti said he expects to have 
the plan passed by both houses 
and returned to Reagan to sign 
into law by the end of next week

Claim Records Make 
For Good Breeding 


Pesticide Rules Are 
Explained By Don Hill 


Pesticides which require 


application at a specified in- 
terval prior to harvest and 
which also require a waiting 
period before workers can re- 
enter the treated areas, have 
generated some confusion on the 
part of agriculturists using such 
materials. 


To simplify these matters, 


Tehama County Agricultural 
Commissioner Donald R. Hill, 
offers these interpretations of 
the regulations involved: 


The intervals between last 


application and harvest and 
between 
applications 
and 


worker re-entry, as shown on a 
pesticide label, involve two 
different regulations and should 
not be confused. 


The interval between last 


application and harvest applies 
EXCEPT when (Da longer re- 
entry period is established and 
(2) harvest requires workers to 
come into substantial contact 
with foliage. 


On the other hand, a worker 


re-entry interval which is 
shorter than the waiting time 


between application of the 
pesticide and harvest does not 
authorize harvest sooner than 
the restriction as stated on the 
label. 


Farm worker re-entry in- 


tervals apply 
to budding, 


thinning, picking and other 
activities regularly 
requiring 


reaching into foliage. Driving 
tractor, irrigating, and other 
operations may also involve 
substantial contact with foliage, 
depending 
upon 
a 
given 


situation. 


The key condition as to worker 


re-entry deals with the extent of 
contact with foliage. If such 
contact is "substantial," then 
the regulations carried upon the 
label are applicable. 


Hill concludes by suggesting 


that should confusion over these 
matters arise, the Tehama 
County 
Department 
of 


Agriculture personnel will be 
glad to be of assistance. The 
department is located at 1760 
Walnut Street, Red Bluff, 
telephone 527-4504. 


And What's More 


As 
of 
January 
1, 
the 


registration of DDT and ODD 
for home garden and household 
use was cancelled. Also, the 
registration of the herbicide 2,4, 
5-T for use around homes, lakes, 
ponds, ditch banks, recreation 
areas and similar sites was 
likewise cancelled the same 
date. 


Thereafter, the sale and use of 


these materials for any of the 
above 
purposes 
has 
been 


unlawful, says Hill. He notes, 
however, that these products 
still show up occasionally on the 


shelves of retail stores in the 
county. 
Storekeepers are asked to 


again check 
their pesticide 


inventories in order to make 
certain that the illegal materials 
have not found their way back 
on display sale. By so doing, 
they will obviate the necessity of 
quarantine 
or 
other 
en- 


forcement action. 


Homeowners who may still 


have DDT, ODD, or 2,4,5-T and 
wish to get rid of it can bring the 
material to the Agricultural 
Commissioner's office.

Burning these wastes to get 


them out of the fields has come

treatment may solve both the 
ecologists' 
and 
farmers' 


problems and at the same time 
provide the farmers with an 
additional source of income. 


These 
agricultural 
waste 


products are 
high in car- 


bohydrates 
but 
are 
poorly 


digestible. The treatment makes 
the wastes more digestible by 
cattle or sheep. 


Straw, for example, has a 


digestibility of 30 to 40 per cent 
before treatment. When heated 
with water at 400 pounds per 
square inch pressure the cooked 
straw becomes 50 to 60 per cent 
digestible. The digestibility can 
be increased to 70 to 80 per cent 
when sodium hydroxide is added 
to the water and heated at 400 
pounds

Owners Urged To Get 
Horses Vaccinated 


The California Department of 


Agriculture has urged owners of 
horses and ponies to have 
their animals vaccinated at once 
to protect them from sleeping 
sickness. 


Sleeping sickness, or equine 


encephalomyelitis as it is known 
by veterinarians, is caust-d by 
viruses transmitted to the horse 
by mosquitoes. Domestic and 
wild birds are known to provide 
a reservoir for the viruses. The 
disease is not 
considered 


congatious from one horse to 
another, or from a horse to a 
man, 
but must be spread by a 


mosquito. 


"Encephalomyelitis vaccine 


is usually given to horses in two 
doses at seven to ten-day in- 
tervals. Use of the vaccine by a 


practicing 
veterianrian 
is 


strongly 
advised," 
Dr. 


Lawerence C. Vanderwagen, 
Acting Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Health, said. "Young 
horses 
are 
particularly 


susceptible. They should be 
protected by the vaccine." With 
most horses, Dr. Vanderwagen 
said, there is very little reaction 
to the vaccine. "In fact," he 
emphasized, "most horses will 
show no reaction at all to the 
vaccine." 


Sleeping sickness in horses in 


the United States is disabling 
and sometimes fatal brain 
disease caused by either the 
Eastern or Western strain of 
equine encephalomyelitis virus. 


There are several types of 


viruses 
that 
cause 
en- 


cephalomyelitis in horses. 


One type of virus that causes a 


more severe disease is called 
Venezuelan 
equine 
en- 


cephalomyelitis. 


Although this disease occurs 


principally in South and Central 
America, outbreaks have oc- 
cured in Mexico this spring. 


A team of United States 


Department 
of 
Agriculture 


veterinarians is working in 
cooperation with the Govern- 
ment of Mexico to prevent the 
disease from coming closer to 
the United States, Dr. Van- 
derwagen said. 


A vaccine has been developed 


and is being used and evaluated 
in the northern part of Mexico 
along the coast of the Gulf of 
Mexico and in counties of Texas. 


Dry/of Feeding Apparently Puts

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Senate floor fight is developing 
over Appropriation Committee 
rejection of a lowered $20,000 
crop subsidy limit narrowly 
approved by the House last 
month. 


The committee voted 14 to 6 


Wednesday to keep the ceiling at 
$55,000 and water down another 
House provision denying sub- 
sidy payments to farmers who 
permit marijuana to grow on 
their land. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., said 


he would propose the Senate 
accept the $20,000 ceiling passed 
by the House 214 to 198. 


This year, for the first time, 


farmers are limited to annual 
$55,000 subsidies for cotton, 
wheat and feed grains. 


But Bayh said that is not low 


enough to prevent large cor- 
porate farms from 
receiving 


"their huge annual booty of 
payments from the govern- 


ment." 


Last year the Agriculture 


Department listed nine farms 
collecting more than $1 million 
each, including the giant J. G. 
Boswell Co. farm in California 
which received $4.4 million. 


Bayh said a $20,000 limit 


would affect only 2 per cent of 
the nation's farmers but would 
save taxpayers $200 million a 
year. 


The committee changes were 


made in a $13.1-billion ap- 
propriation 
bill 
for 
the 


Agriculture Department and 
various environmental and 
consumer-protection 
agencies. 


The total is about $1 billion 


more than President Nixon 
recommended and $671 million 
more than approved by the 
House. 


The committee voted to deny 


subsidies only if a farmer 
harvests marijuana on his land 
for illegal use.

The research 
was carried on over a four-year 
period by D. T. Torell of the UC 
Hopland Field Station, W. C. 
Weir, professor and 
animal 


scientist at Davis, and Hume. 


The study utilized from 130 to 


150 mature range ewes per year 
randomly

groups. The period of study each 
year was from 17 days before 
breeding, through another 17 
days during and just after 
breeding. 


For each of the four years 


there was a control group fed 
only dry range, Hume reported. 
A second group remained on the 


range but with twice weekly 
supplementation of five pounds 
of pelleted alfalfa hay per head. 
A third group — the best per- 
forming — was fed in drylot at 
the daily rate of four pounds of 
baled alfalfa hay per head. This 
top group showed a mean 
lambing of 127 per cent, with 43.2 
per cent in multiple births. 


For the control group, the 


mean lambing was only 99 per 
cent, with 13.4 per cent multiple 
births, and for the supplemented 
dry range group, mean lambing 
of 109 per cent and 21 per cent 
multiple births.

SHATTER (AP) — Soil that is 


too tightly packed results in poor 
crops of potatoes and other 
underground edibles because 
not enough air gets into the dirt 
to prevent a carbon dioxide 
buildup, says a University of 
California researcher. 


To find out what happens in 


such situations and how to avoid 
it, vegeatble scientist James C. 
Bishop has been studying potato 
fields at the U. C. experimental 
field station here. 


To that end, Bishop has in- 


stalled glass tubes in the ground 
at various depths, and uses 
syringes to periodically draw 
samples. Then, he uses an in- 
strument 
called 
a 
gas 


chromatograph to measure the 
soil's carbon dioxide and oxygen 
content. 


"The more compacted the 


soil, the more carbon dioxide," 
Bishop said. With the potatoes, 
this results in reduced crop 
yields_ and tubers that are 
misshapen or diseased with 
blackspot, he said. 


Sweet potatoes may have lush- 


looking tops protruding above 
ground, nothing to eat un- 
derneath. 


People trampling through a 


field can compact it, but 


irrigation water "and even 
heavy rains can cause trouble in 
the spring before there is new 
growth in the field," Bishop 
said. "Plants sort of protect the 
soil from packing effects after a 
heavy rain by breaking up the 
impact of raindrops and making 
them spread and go into the 
ground a little slower." 


Flood irrigation appears to 


cause more severe compaction 
than overhead sprinklers, and 
Bishop said he plans to in- 
vestigate more closely the ef- 
fects of sprinkler systems on 
soil. 
Potato growers are switching 
"Sprinklers let the water seep 


down more slowly to maintain 
better conditions so the plants 
can get air to breath," he said.
